The council expressed themselves

BISTIUMEXPLOSION 


Only Eight of “ Graveyard Shift" In 
Parco. Wyo., Plant Escape When 
Storage Tank Lets 
Go

Burke Dugle, son of C. A. Dugle 
of this city , who is in the 
United 
St.ates Marine corps, stationed 
at 
Norfolk, Ya., was scheduled to leave

The Rnshville Marine had received 
orders ten day s ago to prepare

The new order 
came Sunday , with the word that the 
detachment was to leave Wednesday 
for San Diego, and is to sail on the 
“ Ohauteau Thierry ” from that port 
on April 17. Mr. Dugle also received

Norfolk, in which there were photo­ 
graphs of the marines preparing to 
“ shove off” for China and in 
one

ing over his baggage. He was to wire 
his father here concerning Hie route 
that was to he taken from Norfolk, 
J across the United States.

teen charred bodies lay in an impio- 
vised morgue at the producers and 
refiners corporation plant here to­ 
day , the death toll of an 
explosion 
which 
rocked the country side 
at 
5:15 a. m. 
Eight other workmen 
are 
being 
treated for serious burns sustained 
in the blast. Two of them 
may die, 
phy sicians said. 
The 
23 
men, 
the 
“ gravey ard 
shift,” 
were working in front of 
two oil process storage tanks when 
one my steriously exploded, 
hurling 
oil in all directions. 
As details of the tragedy became 
known it was 
learned 
two 
high 
pressure stills exploded, igniting two 
oil process storage tanks, one 
of 
1,000 barrels and the other of 7,500 
barrel capacity . 
Several persons were thrown out 
of bed by the force of the blast and 
went screaming from their houses 
in scant attire. 
The entire electric lighting sy stem 
was paraly zed. 
Twenty -three men 
working in the distillery were hurled 
in the fair and the bodies crashed 
against a brick wall to the rear. 
Workmen 200 feet away from the 
scene of the exploson were injured. 
Authorities gave three 
probable 
causes for the blast; pressure in the 
tanks being too high or too low, or 
water flooded tanks.

P. S ta ff C o rresp o ndent) 
Washington, April 0—(U.R)— There 
was a striking contrast between the 
quiet routine at the White house to­ 
day and the hectic scene on April 
ten y ears ago, when President \\ il- 
son with a pen stroke signed

many. 
President Coolidge spent several 
hours in his office today 
the same 
office occupied by Wilson—meeting 
a few callers, in an atmosphere 
of 
peace and prosperity . 
The only dis­ 
quieting news *was that brought irom 
far-aw ay China. 
The scene ten y ears ago was far 
different, as it was described today 
by Rudolph Forster, executive clerk 
at the White House, who play ed 
a 
part in the drama of April <>, 19 27. 
Forster received the congression­ 
al resolution declaring war on Ger­ 
many at his desk in the executive 
offices about one o’clock in the after­ 
noon. His office ad jointed that of tin* 
President’s secretary , then Joseph P. 
Tumulty . 
“ A crowd in Air. Tumulty s office 
was awaiting the 
news, 
Forster 
said. 
“ As soon as I received the resolu­ 
tion I took 
it over 
to the 
White 
House. President and Airs. W ilson 
came from the dining room 
where 
they were having lunch.” 
The three, witli Irwin IT. Hoover, 
head usher

went into the head 
usher's 
office 
opening off the spacious front hall. 
Sitting down at the table there, the 
president signed his name to the re ­ 
solution, in the presence 
of Mrs.

at the State, War and Navy build­ 
ing. 
Whenever 
the 
records 
don’t 
shed light on some point dating 
back 4 0 or 5 0 years, they call on 
“ Marse John’’ and find that his 
memory is holding out as well as 
his physique. 
The old gentleman 
is so young, incidentally, that he 
smokes cigarets. 
The principal distinction that 
has accrued 
to 
“Marse 
John’’ 
other than his service record lies 
in the fact that in 19 03 he admin­ 
istered the oath of office to Lieut. 
Gen. Samuel B. Young, the first 
army chief of staff after the or­ 
ganization of the present general 
staff corps, and that he has sworn 
in every chief of staff since. 
Randolph did the honors for 
Lieut- Gen. Adna R. Chaffee. Maj. 
Gen. Tasker H. Bliss. Maj. Gen. 
Hugh L. Scott— the famous In­ 
dian fighter— Maj. Gen. Leonard 
Wood—now governor general of 
the Philippines—and Gen. John 
J. 
Pershing. 
He has also sworn in every 
chief of branch since the Spanish- 
American War. 


rpHfi Virg inia Ra ndo lphs co ll« 
tributed this v a lua ble cm* 
ploye. 
His fa ther wa s a 
lieuten­ 
ant in the navy. 
His christening 
was attended by Henry Cla y a nd 
Daniel Webster. 
One of the high spots

John’s memory is the time in 1861 
when lie saw Maj. Robert E. Leo 
ride up to the office of Gen. Win­

There is one 
feature of 
housework which is 
seldom profitable 
under any 
conditions, though 
popularly supposed to be a real saving; it is home 
laundering. 
Many thousands of women are stand­ 
ing at the family washtubs every Monday, under 
the impression that they are saving money by do­ 
ing their own washing: and many thousands more, 
even if they were saving money, ought to he freed 
from what is a burlesque and trying occupation. 
But not only is the family washtub challenged, but 
its "uccessor, the electric washing machine, is also 
challenged from an economic standpoint. 
Does it 
pay to wash at home? 
Some of the students in 
the household economic department of the Omaha 
University decided to make a test for themselves. 


They visited a home that consisted of five people— 
the parents and 
three small 
children—and they 
made all preparations to do the family wash, and 


a c t u a l l y did the wet wash part of it. 
The four 
girls labored faithfully for three hours and accom­ 
plished a wash that was later sent to one of the 
prominent laundries in the city. 
The work was 
done by the girls with a $150 electric washing ma­ 
chine. 
Being students of economic costs, 
they 
were very careful to accumulate cost data, and this 
is what they made up in the way of wash:

The laundrv charged them $1 for the same work. 
Thev saved three cents by doing the washing at 
home. 
Other tests have been made by cost experts and 
students of home e c o n o m i c s , the result of which 
are given here: 
\ \vash weighing 20 pounds can he 
done by a laundrv for $1. 
Employing a laundress 
to do it in the home would cost $ 1.95. 
By using 
an electric washing machine the expense is $1.04. 
These figures were obtained in 1 lolyoke, Massa-t 
chusetts.

washing does mean 
economy in actual dollars and cents, but a higher 
home conscience

During the past ten years tremendous improve­ 
ments have been made in machine laundries, and 
notwithstanding all that may he '■aid to the con­ 
trary, the household linen, and even fine fabrics, are 
safer in the hands of a modern laundry than they 
are in the home tub. 
From thef act" developed along this line it seems 
to be pretty clearly established that a wife and 
mother, or an\ woman who works in the home, 
may be Letter employed than working at a tub or 
supervising an electric washing machine.

sals, which, it was feared,

follow yesterday’s unanimous

cision of the full blmch of the state 
supreme court, denying Sacco and 
Venzetti a new trial. 
Meanwhile,

Saeco-Yanzetti 
defense committee announced 
th at 
an appeal to the U. S. supreipe court 
undoubtedly would be taken as the 
next, step in the six-year 1 »attie 
to 
save the men from the electric chair. 
Sacco and Vanzetti were convicted 
in July, 
1921, 
of the m urder 
of 
Frederick I^armenter and Alexander 
Berardelli in a payroll holdup 
at 
South Braintree, Mass. 
The ease has 
been 
on<^ of the 
most bitterly fought in 
American 
court history, and its effects have 
been felt in foreign countries, where 
defense funds for the 
men 
have 
been raised. In Paris and 
Buenos 
Aires, U. S., embassies have been 
bombed in protest against the con­ 
victions. 
Defenders of Saeco and Vanzetti 
charged they were “ fram ed ” 
be­ 
cause they were known to he rad i­ 
cals.

It Piay 
at Home? 


Whether it pays to wash at home is a question which is puzzling many housewives. 
There are champions for. each side of the question, and any figures that can be pub- 
lished :td substantiate either: side of this argument will be read with considerable in- 
terest by a great many women. 
, 


Recently, there appeared in the Christian Science Monitor an article on this very sub- 
ject, entitled, ''Does It Pay To Wash At Home?" This article is reproduced below: 


There is, one feature iof'.housework which is- 


seldom profitable under .any conditions, though; 
popularly supposed to be a real saving: it is home 
laundering. 
Many thousands of women are stand- 


ing at the family washtubs every Monday, under 
the impression that they are saving money by do- 
ing their own washing: and many thousands more, 
even if they'were .saving money, ought to.be freed 
from what is a burlesque and trying occupation. 
But not only is the family washtub challenged, but 
its successor, the electric washing machine, is also 
challenged from an economic standpoint. Does it 
pay to wash at home? Some of the students in 
the household economic department of the Omaha 
University decided to make' a test for themselves. 
They visited a home that consisted of five people— 
the parents and three small children—and they 
madeSall preparations to do the family wash, and 
actually did the wet wash part of it. The four 
girls labored faithfully for three hours and accom- 
plished, a wash that was later sent to one of the 
prominent laundries in the city. The work was 
done by the girls with a $150 electric washing ma- 
chine. Being students of economic costs, 
they 


were very careful to accumulate cost data, and this 
is what they made up in the way of wash: '

The laundry charged them SI for the same work. 
They saved three cents by doing the washing at 
home. 
. Other tests have been made by cost experts and 
students of home economics, the result of which 
are given here: A wash wcighing,20 pounds can be 
done by" a laundry for SI. .Employing a laundress 
to do it in the home would cost $1.95. By using 
an electric washing machine the expense is $1.04.
